I have  the  honor  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1905. 

Taking"  into  consideration  the  excess  in  the  number  of 
births  over  deaths,  and  allowing  for  removals,  etc.,  etc., 
I estimate  the  population  at  15,600.

There  were  292  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  during 
the  past  year,  as  against  265  in  1904,  representing  an  Annual 
Death  Rate  of  187  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population. 

Of  these  292  deaths,  20  occurred  in  the  Bridgwater 
Infirmary,  39  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  i in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Deducting  these  60  deaths,  232  remain,  represent- 
ing an  Annual  Rate  of  Mortality  of  14*8,  as  against  12*8  in 
1904.

The  number  of  Births  throughout  England  is  becoming 
less  every  year,  and  In  this  District  I find  that  13  less  Births 
were  registered  during  1905  than  in  1904. 


Of  the  various  causes  of  Death,  13  resulted  from  Phthisis, 
56  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  14  from  Heart  Disease, 
8 from  Accidents,  3 Suicides,  and  in  19  cases  Inquests  were 
held. 


Infant  Mortality  remains  much  the  same.  57  Deaths  as 
against  57  in  1904.  The  Rate  of  Mortality  per  1000  Births 
is  ii5'.i,  as  against  ii5'3  in  1904. 

From  the  seven  chief  Epidemic  Diseases,  32  Deaths  were 
registered,  as  against  25  in  1904.  These  Deaths  resulted 
from  what  I may  term  the  “ minor  ” forms  of  Zymotic  Disease, 
viz.,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  no  less  than  10  Deaths 
were  registered  as  occasioned  by  the  former  Disease,  and  12 
from  the  latter.  Diarrhoea  caused  16  Deaths,  Diphtheria  3, 
and  Scarlet  Fever  7. 


Administrative  Work. 

With  reference  to  the  Administrative  Sanitary  Work  of 
the  Borough,  I have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  year 
ending  31st  Decembei , 1905,  236  Notices  have  been  issued, 
as  against  301  in  the  previous  year,  which  may  be  classified 
as  follows  :

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Dairies  and  Milkshops  Order. 

I have  not  received  any  complaints  as  to  the  condition 
of  these  premises,  and  on  the  inspections  made  from  time  to 
time  have  found  the  premises  clean  and  wholesome. 
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Slaughter  Houses. 

These  have  been  inspected  three  times  during  the  past 
year,  and  so  far  as  the  buildings  are  concerned,  cleanliness 
has  been  better  maintained.  i6  Notices,  relating  principally 
to  cleaning  and  limewhiting,  have  been  served  on  the  owners 
and  occupiers,  and  the  defects  have  in  every  case  received 
attention.  Last  year  I called  attention  to  the  close  proximity 
of  these  buildings  to  dwelling  houses,  and  can  only  reiterate 
the  warning  then  given.  The  owners  and  occupiers  should, 
in  my  opinion,  taking  into  consideration  the  privileges  they 
enjoy,  take  especial  pains  to  avoid  any  nuisance  arising  from 
either  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises  or  the  carrying  on  of 
business. 

Workshops  and  Factories  Act,  1901. 

With  these  are  included  bakehouses,  and  with  regard  to 
these,  two  general  inspections  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  out  of  which  14  notices  dealing  with  repairs  and 
whitewashing  have  been  served  and  have  been  attended  to. 

With  regard  to  the  Factories  and  Workshops, 
inspections  have  been  made,  out  of  which  5 notices  have  been 
issued  dealing  with  cleansing,  general  sanitary  defects  and 
want  of  water.  3 of  these  cases  are  abated  and  2 still  in 
hand. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  46  samples  have 
been  taken,  viz : 18  of  Milk,  10  of  Lard,  8 of  Butter,  i of 
Margarine,  4 of  Coffee,  4 of  Cheese,  i of  Ice  Cream.  All 
these  were  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  and  were  pro- 
nounced to  be  genuine  except  one  of  Butter,  but  that  was 
very  slightly  adulterated,  certainly  not  sufficient  to  carry  the 
case  any  further. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act. 

In  the  year  just  passed  there  has  been  a wonderful 
increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  F'ever  cases  notified  under 
the  above  Act.  The  character  of  the  disease  has  been  of  an 
exceedingly  mild  type,  and  owing  to  this  it  is  feared  that 
many  cases  escaped  observation  entirely  until  too  late  to  do 
any  real  good.  It  was  principally  confined  to  young  children, 
for  the  records  shew  that  about  80  per  cent,  of  those  attacked 
were  under  13  years  of  age. 

With  the  records  of  the  progress  of  the  disease  before 
me,  1 cannot  allow  this  Report  to  go  before  you  without  once 
again  drawing  the  Burgesses’  attention  to  the  fact  that 
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provision  has  been  made  for  the  due  isolation  of  such  cases  of 
illness,  and  that  if  the  parents  and  g^uardians  of  suffering 
children  would  only  avail  themselves  of  the  benefit  thus 
provided  I feel  assured  I should  not  have  notified  to  me  such 
cases  as  the  following  :

The  other  3 cases,  viz.,  i each  of  Puerperal  Fever, 
Enteric  and  Typhoid  Fever,  were  all  adults. 

Out  of  the  263  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever, 
34  cases  only  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  amount  together  to  263  for  the  whole  year,  and  the 
number  of  fatal  cases  amount  to  9,  viz.,  2 in  Diphtheria  and 
7 in  Scarlet  Fever,  a rate  of  mortality  equal  to  *58  per  1000 
of  the  population,  and  occurring  in  children  between  the  ages 
of  2 and  7 years. 

New  Streets  and  Buildings. 

During  the  past  year  no  plans  affecting  New  Streets 
and  Buildings  were  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Council  and  received  its  approval.

House  Inspection.

I have  to  report  that  46  Dwelling  Houses  and  3 Shops 
and  Offices  have  been  erected  and  completed  during  the  year 
and  were  found  on  examination  to  be  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  Bye  Laws. 

Rainfall. 


As  in  past  years  tables  are  appended  shewing  the  Rainfall 
for  the  year  just  concluded,  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  Ashford 
and  at  the  Nurseries,  Bridgwater,  the  particulars  of  which 
have  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Henry  Corder.  We  also 
append  the  result  of  our  observations  for  the  last  5 years. 

With  regard  to  the  Ashford  returns  it  will  be  seen  that 
no  rain  fell  on  210  days,  as  against  168  days  in  1904.  August 
was  the  wettest  month  as  against  February  in  the  previous 
year,  and  May  was  the  dryest  as  against  June  in  1904.  In 
August  rain  was  registered  on  i9da>s,  the  greatest  fall  being 
on  the  16th  and  amounting  to  2*05  inches. 
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With  regard  to  the  Town  returns,  practically  no  rain  fell 
on  194  days  as  against  185  days  in  1904.  During  the  last 
year  June  was  the  wettest  month  as  against  February,  and 
May  the  dryest  as  against  June.

General  Remarks. 

The  year  1905  has  witnessed  a sharp  outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever  amongst  us,  particulars  of  which  have  been  placed 
before  you  in  this  Report,  and  speaking  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  I do  wish  to  impress  on  those  in  charge  of  young 
children,  the  real  and  important  necessity  of  isolating  those 
attacked  as  soon  as  possible.  I know  there  is  great  difficulty 
in  doing  this  in  your  own  homes,  so  why  not  take  advantage 
of  the  building  prepared  by  the  Town  Council  for  such  cases  ?

This  year  further  alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  the 
Building,  providing  a complete  set  of  Rooms  for  the  Caretaker, 
altogether  clear  of  the  Hospital  proper,  and  a Hot  Water 
Supply  has  also  been  provided  which  is  always  in  use.  A 
portable  Bath  has  been  obtained  and  it  is  considered  that  the 
alterations  and  additions  will  provide  additional  comforts 
both  for  those  in  charge  of  the  Building,  and  those  who 
unfortunately  have  to  use  it. 


Owing  to  the  heavy  rain  storms  in  August  two  parts  of 
the  Town  were  flooded  for  a short  time,  viz.,  Durleigh  Road 
between  West  Street  and  Northfields,  and  also  North  Street 
where  Victoria  Road  and  Alexandra  Road  join  in.  The 
matter  was  at  once  most  fully  considered  by  the  Council  who, 
thinking  the  North  Street  case  the  more  important,  have 
given  instructions  for  a new  intercepting  and  outfall  Sewer 
to  be  constructed  through  Mount  Street  and  Northgate, 
discharging  into  the  River  at  Valetta  Place.  It  is  thought 
that  the  relief  given  to  the  existing  outfall  on  the  West  Bank 
near  the  Bridge  will  materially  benefit  the  Durleigh  Road 
District,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  year  will  see  the  new 
Sewer  constructed. 


Reverting  once  more  to  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
the  greatest  centre  of  the  disease  was  Albert  Street  and  its 
Courts.  Unfortunately  in  August  the  main  Sewer  was  found 
badly  obstructed  and  special  means  had  to  be  adopted  to 
clear  it.  On  a report  of  the  condition  of  this  Sewer  being 
laid  before  the  Council,  instructions  were  given  to  have  it 
removed  and  a new  pipe  Sewer  with  Manholes,  &c.,  con- 
structed, and  this  will  also  be  put  in  hand  this  year. 


With  the  beginning  of  the  year,  possession  was  taken 
of  the  new  Sheds,  Stores,  Engine  House,  &c.,  provided  at 
the  Town  Council  Depot  in  Clare  Street,  and  it  is  hoped 
shortly  that  the  new  Fire  Station  will  be  completed  and  the 
Brigade  installed  in  its  new  home. 


Before  closing  this  Report  I should  like  once  again  to 
issue  a warning  about  the  accumulations  of  Ashes  and  Garden 
Refuse  and  also  the  too  frequent  practice  of  erecting  Small 
Sheds  for  Poultry  and  Birds  too  close  to  the  Dwelling  Houses. 
There  is  room  for  improvement  in  both  instances  which  can 
be  easily  done  and  would  undoubtedly  be  found  to  be  well 
worth  doing.
